But what really made it all possible was my ability to get time on radio 
especially and TV. Can you with your subject? 

If I were not so preoccupied with my own writing I’d be more seriously 
[Tempted to become s publisher of hooks that others will not touch and that 
should be printed. If it cen be done on a shoestring, that it. 

The problem of distribution still bugs me. My book is not available in most parts 
of the country and in those parts where it is available, many stores stiihl do not 
know how to get it. 

Publication costs can cot, from my experience, be broken down the way you ask. 

There are too many things that go into the cost of a page, for example, the paper 
and the size of the page. 

I know of no answer to your No. 2 question, approach printing on a professional 
rather than an amateur basis, possibly through a firm of commercial artists. 

I advertised in no magazines. Couldn’t pay for it. 

My efforts to have national publications mention the book were largely frustrated 
by the prevalent fiction a private pirating does not exist. For example, after getting 
the 13th free copy the NY Times would not list SSHTEEw^SH among Books Recieved. 

Sorry I cannot be of more help. I’m still playing it by ear and missing too much.
